The forthcoming Imperial Conference In London to be attended by | 
members of the British Government and the Premiers of all the self-govern | 
ing Dominions of the Empire is attracting more widespread interest than 
any of the preceeding Conferences’ of a like character, with the possible 
exceplion of the one held during the war. writers and public men 
seem to think that notable changes in the relationships now existing between 
Great Britain and the Dominions will result but 
which to base such belief. 


Some 


there is little ground on 


Since the secession of the American colonies and the American Revolu 
tionary War of 150 years ago, the changing relationship between Great 
Britain and her overseas possessions has been one of evolution, not revolution 
Great changes have taken place, it 1s true, but the process has been so gradual 
and all effected so peacefully, that they were hardly noticed at the time 
Perhaps the most signiffeant change of all took place when the overseas British 
Dominions became members of the League of Nations on terms of equality 
with the Motherland and other nations. 

But this gradual development of a more autonomous and 
status has in no sense 


independent 
resulted in any weakening of the Imperial tie nor in the | 
solidarity of the Empire. The effect has rather been to add strength to the | 
individual units and to the unton embracing them all. 


The term “Empire” 
as applied to the British Empire is, in fact, a misnomer. Rather the phrase 
favored and so frequently used by His Majesty, King George V., more correctly 
describes what is commonly referred to as the British Empire, namely, the | 
Bri ish Commonwealth of Free Nations. | 

There Is nothing at all in common between the British Empire and old 
Roman, French, Russian, German and Austro-Hungarian Finpires. The fact 
that these old empires have passed away while the British Commonwealth of 
Free Nations continues united and 
emphasize the difference.

Evolutionary, not revolutionary, tendencies are still at work throughout | 
the British connexion, and {t is to be expected that the approaching Imperial 
Conference will assist to clarify the atmosphere in regard to some matters 
India is steadily moving forward along the path to increasing self-govern 
ment, and Great Britain is not only witting but anxious to enlarge the powers 
of the people of Indfa just as rapidly as the people become capable of wisely 
exercising those powers. The history of India will be largely a duplication of 


the evolution which has taken place in other parts of the Mmpire. 


In South Africa the people appear to be somewhat concerned about the 
flag. and there is a considerable body of opinion in favor of a distinetive 
national flag for South Africa other than the Union Jack. But those who are 
most insistent for such an emblem nevertheless disavow any desire for or 
intention of a severance of the tie which binds them to Britain and the other | 
British Dominions, 

Canada is moving in the direction of appointing its own Minister to the 
United States with a view to having matters pertaining to Canada and the 
United States dealt with directly by the two countries concerned rather than 
through the intermediary of the British Ambassador and the Government in 
London. But, here again, there is not the slightest wish nor intention of | 
ecevering or even weakening one tiny strand of the tie binding Canada to the 
Pupire. 

Among people in all the Overseas Dominions the view is entertained by 
many that the present procedure of carrying appeals from the Supreme Courts | 
of the Dominions to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in London 
might well be abandoned, and the overseas Courts made supreme in fact as! 
well as in name, thus saving lengthy delays and huge expense in obtaining 
final judieial decisions. But advocates of this change are amongst the most 
loyal of British subjects. 


In the evolutionary process already referred to, one of the most signifleant | 
changes has been in treaty making powers. Formerly, and not so many years. 
ago, all trealles had to be negotlated and signed by the British Government, 
although they might have reference solely to one particwar Dominion. Further- 
more, all treaties made by Great Britain were binding on all the Dominions | 
with or without their consent.! Now, however, Canada makes trade treaties | 
direct with foreign countries and they are signed in the name of the King by 
ministers. If Canada and the United States desire to make an 
agreement regarding fisheries, or some boundary matter, the two countries do 
so and the resultant treaty is signed. by Canadian ministers.

we want to offer them the opportunity. 
But it must be offered. We must take 
it to them.

Blames Radio For Hurricane 


Atmospheric Tension Said to Cause 
Excitement in Clound Masses 

The fast multiplying activities of 
radio broadcasting stations were dl- 
rectly responsible for both the Florida 
and Vera Cruz hurricanes, according to 
Joaquin Gallo director of Tacubayn 
observatory. 

Gallo’s theory, is that the constant 
emission of short wave length elec- 
trical charges into the ether by the ac 
tivity of the thousands of radio sta- 
tions built up an atmospheric tension, 
excited the cloud masses and put them 
into a condition to precipitate im- 
mense quantities of water, accom- 
panied by severe wind and electrical 
storms. 

The director is now engaged in ex- 
periments with a view to backing up 
his theory with convincing scientific 
data on the subject.

Liquor Now Crosses Boundary 

The bellef that liquor running 
across the Canadian border into North 
Dakota and Minnesota is decidedly on 
the decrease was expressed by O. B. 
Holton, director of the Grand Forks 
immigration district, upon his return 
from an Inspection trip. along the Can- 
adian-Minnesota border. 

Mr. Holton declared that there have 
been few arrests of liquor runners re- 
cently and that there has been little 
evidence that Canadian liquor was be- 
ing run across the line in any quan- 
tity.

Science is the name of co-ordin- 
ated knowledge, and men have discov- 
ered after incredible labor that dis- 
eases are governed and spread by na- 
ture’s methods. We may feel sure 
with the excellent co-ordination and 
co-operation of science and practice In 
the great citfes of the world, aided 
by public interest and freely helped 
by enlightened benevolence light will 
come.”

The average person readily gives an 
intéllecttgl assent to the statement 
that agriculture is our basic industry 


tisually without any adequate concep- 
tion of the fundamental facts of the 
case. It ig a mere figure of speech. It 
is, therefore, well to consider briefly 
to what extent agrieulture has been 
responsiple for Canada’s material pro- 
gress. Forty-one per cent of our net 
production in the last census year was 
agriculidral; thirty-three per cent Was 
manufacturing: and our forests, mines, 
fisheries, constructidn, etc., account for 
the remaining twenty-six per cent. 
The eight billiong of Total agricultural 
capital in Canada represénts 36 per 
cent of her total available wealth: Ur- 
ban real estate accounts for 26 per 
cent, our railway plants, 10 per cent, 
forests, 54% per cent, mines, 244 per 
cent, and manufacturing equipment, 
| 2% per cent. 

It will thus be clear that Canada's 
agriculture looms up as the largest 
| single factor in her economic. life, 
| and the farmers as the largest group | 
| of domestic consumers, consequently

These are ‘imposing figures and’ 
should lead thinking men to speculate 
on the possible performance of Cana- 
dian agriculture were we in the happy 
positiongwhere more than a mere! 
fringe of our agricultural area was 
on a producing basis. If, for instance, 
| we were producing on even one half 
/of our arable lands, instead of only 
one sixth, granting a fairly balanced 
population, all our present economtc 
| problems would vanish over night. 
The time is ripe for bringing such a! 
; situation about. We have the undevel- 
| oped natdQral resources, the markets 
are there, we only need the man-pow- 
er to complete the circle. And that | 
'is purly a matter of intelligent, busi 
| ness organization.
